HOUSE really began half 

a century ago in Asia. ‘Chere 1 saw 
the children whom white men had left 
behind wherever they had gone as traders 
and colonial rulers. 


fhe numbers of half-white children were 
very large and the older the colony the more 
there were of them. Some of my childhood 
playmates had becu mixed children, and | used 
to suffer with them even then, because they 
were unhappy and solttary, since neither white 
nor Asian accepted then) and they had no 
place, 

Yet they were almost invariably children of 
superior beauty and intelligence. 


Later ino my teens - went to school in 
Shanghai and there had as my friends the 
family of a distinguished white American 
educator who had married an equally fine 
Chinese lady. Vheir children were far above 
average and yet as their close friend 1 knew 
haw unhappy they were at healt, not because 
of their parentage but because of the injustice 
which their kind must sufler. 


I did not expect to find white-Asian 
children here in the United States and after 
{ came here ta live t did not ace them any- 
where. Hut seven yeara ago, | learned some- 
thing f did not know. 

There are American-Asian children here in 
the USA and while they do not exist in 
anything tike the numbers that they did in 
the colonial countries, they are here, 


Although these children are American by 
birth, yet they have had a hard time and 
especially if they are abandoned by their 
natucal parents, Why?) Because the average 
child welfare and adoption agency feels that 
it is impossible to place them for adoption. 
Most agencies will sof even accept them. 


One reason, of course, that they could not 
place American-Asian children was hecavse 
of the theory, now happily breaking down, that

‘We brought him home’ 


WIONE of this was in my mind, 

“Ss however, seven years ago. It was 
forced on me in the least expected way—-by 
a baby. A letter came to me one Christmas 
from a faraway agency, saying that they had 
a baby whom they could not get adopted. Hts 
natural mother was a young Ainerican white 
girl and his father an Past Indian. Neither 
family wanted the baby, although he was of 
high intelligence. Indeed, the agency con- 
sidered him the finest child they had ever 
had and they were reluctant to do what now 
seemed necessary——place him in a Negro 
orphanage because he was brown, They had 
no prejudice against Negioes, they hastened to 
say, but they did not feel it right to place a 
child into a situation of prejudices which he 
might escape, for actually he was Caucasian 
on both sides, Why had they come ta me? 
They had tried in cvery state in the union io 
find people to adopt him, secking the co- 
operation of many agencies and all had 
said they could do nothing. 


What did 1 do? 4 got on the telephoue to 
every Indian | knew and to everyone interested 
in India to ask if anybody wanted a fine little 
half-Indian baby. Nobody did. I consulted my 
family and they were unanimous in agreeing 
with me—we would take him ourselves, Once 
we had him, we could solve his probleni some- 
how. We were too old, my husband and f, 10 
adopt a baby. This baby needed younger 
parents who would sce him through. Besides, 
one baby would nat be hard to place happily, 
we tolt sure. 


Within a few days the one baby was two. 
A half Chinese baby suddenly had nowhere ty 
uo. - He was at a hospital deserted by both 
parents, Well, one might as well be two. No 
agency wanted him either, We went to the 
hospital and brought him home. 


New homes for babies 


OW | had really to face the situa- 

tion. Sa there were these children 
in yy own country, too, and my country was 
just like all the others--they did not want 
them! 7 love my country with a fierce and 
jealous love. Nothing that is American is a 
matter of course to me, f put the Constitution 
an the Bill of Rights into my spiritual life, 
The inscription of the Statue of Liberty is 
sacred to me. — sulfer when Americans are 
mean-spirited and prejudiced and deny their 
country by un-American traits, 


Therefore f could not bear to see these 
wonderful American-Asian children without a 
chance fac home and happinyss. My leave for 
my country could not accept this attitude and 
my faith in my fellow Americans denied if. 
Maybe not all Americans could appreciate 
these babies, but surcly some could. 1 must 
find the ones who could, 


Where better than in my own community? 
I Jive in a rural region where the farmers and 
amall town folk are the papulation. OF late 
years others have come to belong to our com- 
munity, too, Vet T went first to the people 
wha have always fived here, the Pennsylvania 
Dutch, the Mennonites, new and old and the 
English-blooded Quakers, They are our farmers 
and our business men. FP told them about the 
babics, I suid, “I would like ta find these 
children wherever they are in our country 
and help them to be adapted. L dowt want 
to set up an inastitulion or an orphanage, for 
childcen belong m tamilies. Maybe [can 
persuade families around here to take one or 
two. Hut 1 doen't want to do this unless you 
want these children in our community.” 


Our good general storckeeper, a stout Penn- 
sylvania Dutchman, and respected leader in 
our community, said, We not only want 
them —we would be proudt to have ihen.”

were and much Joved in the community, took 
our two babies. We helped them to niove 
intu a big farmhouse, and one by one they 
took nine American-Asian children varying 
in age from four months to fiffeen years. 


It did not go as fast as that, of course. We 
could never have managed Welcome House, 
is we call it, so easily had not neighbours 
helped us. We helped to set up the enlarged 
Household in the big house. Friends gave 
money, helped to get the house in shape, 
mendedirvols and painted walls and put in the 
fice escape, 


I now began to be evident to us 

that we had to face the problem 
whole, [here were many more than these nine 
children, We were beginning to get letters 
asking if we could take more, most of them 
newborn babies, or babies soon to be born. 
We sat down, all of us, and decided that we 
must do a goad job. We would set up a real 
adoption apency for these babies, By that time 
another of the babies was already im my house. 
I had been in Chicago on a business trip and 
white there had been impomuned by an 
agency to take a tiny halt-Japanese boy, Why 
not? By this time L was reckless. Tmet him at 
the station where the agency brought him 10 
me and { was enchanted by his instant smile 
when he saw me. Evidently we had met be- 
fore, so far as he was concerned. { took him 
in my arms, and he was my own grandson 60 
far as { was concerned. IT kept him for five 
months before T found his adoptive parents. 


this baby was our first adopted baby, How 
did it happen? Were is the story: | had 
wondered how to get adoption started in our 
community. One night | had to make a speech 
and as [ louked over the well-dressed, well- 
fed audience, | thought to myself, “ Surely 
some young and loving couple here want our 
baby!" told the people about our baby and 
how he wus waiting for real parents, ‘The next 
day a letter came from a young couple. In due 
lime and after due process they adopted him. 
Somchow alter that, it was not hard to find 
parents for the babies. Now we have a 
lengthening waiting list. My faith in Ameri- 
cans 19 renewed with every adoption. 


But {amt getting ahead of my story again. 
A big job to be done 


F we were going to be an adoptive 

agency for the placing of Ameri- 
can-Asian, we miust do it properly. We went 
to Harrisburg to talk to the Department of 
Child Welfare and tell them what we wanted 
to do. they were syinpathetic, a fine group of 
people, but doubiful. Were there really huge 
children? They wanted to lapk into the reality 
of the need. They would write to all the State 
agencies in the United States and find out. 


For we were asking for a big job. We 
wanted a charter which would give us the right 
to receive children, American-Asian children, 
from ali over the United States and to place 
them equally widely. Agencies are usually very 
local, or at best regional, 

And that is another fault in our child adop- 
tion Jawa. Many babics do not get adopted 
because agencies place only in a county or a 
State and they do not often co-operate, so 
that sf one agency cannot place a child he 
may slay in a foster home or an orphanage 
fer the rest af tus childhood days. Ie is 
usually put out into the world, half-educated 
and ill-prepared, at sixteen or eighteen often, 
to become a lost person, a juvenile delinquent, 
f would like to see research done on the 
relation between juvenile delinquency and the 
child put out at sixteen or eighteen by 
orphanages and agencies. 

Tho reply from the agencica everywhere was 
overwhelming. Shey could do lidle or nothing 
for the American-Asian child and certainty 
the need was great in terms of such children. 
They do not exist in extremely large numbors 
but they are our most needy American children 
when abandoned by their natural parents. We 
got our charter. 

The next job. was to set up a Hoard 
of good citizens, able and willing to 
work, We have had such a Board from 
the first. Our people are generaus and co- 


omes for 


operative, a loyal stou(hearted group. Out 
Board is made up of couples, husbands ane 
wives. Our judges, both in the county and in 
other places where we have placed children 
are wonderful men. My estimation of Amel 
can local and State conrts has risen sky hige 
as a result of working with them. ‘They na* 
been unfailingly just and sympathetic WHA 
our children. ; 

Our community is wonderful at heart, me 
schools are wonderful, too. ‘The superinel:

We have had fou,teen children in our We 
permanent famities.

The Great Spir inany many years ago gave 
them the laws of fife which they have sought 
to live. There were prophesies that there would 
be severe times of testing in the future. 

One of thase times has come. Phe Peaceful 
People hope that through their tribulations 
and the work of other peuple throughout the 
world, the world may Jearn the way of peace 
and reject all violence and war, and all things 
contrary to the laws of the Great Spirit, 

“We, the leaders of the traditional Hopi, 
who are holding fast fo our way of life, wish 
to have peace and happiness throughout all 
this land, and ameng all peoples. We want our 
way of life to continue on; for ourselves, for 
our children, and for their children who come 
after,” declares Andrew Hermequattewa, the 
Blucbird Chief of Shungopavi Village. 

“This, our religion, may be of benefit. to 
other people, not Hopi, who may come after 
us, if these matters are brought to all peoples. 
Let them hear our voice, 

“We do not want to [be] . . . simply dis- 
regarding each other, We should have respect 
for each other, for there is too much good in 
all people for it to be lost.”

The lheart of the Hopi religion was pre- 
sented by Dan Kachongva, the Sun Clan Chief 
of flotevilla Village, as he spoke at the open- 
ing session of the Meeting of Religious Peoples 
last August 4 and 5, called by the Hopi 
religious leaders. 

“Each and every human being knows these 
simple instructions upon which are based all 
the various Life Plans and religions of the 
Greal Spirit,” he said. The Jaws of the Great 
Spirit’ must be followed even though they 
might conflict with other ‘ laws.” 


All the various instructions of the Great 
Spirit came from “the seed of one basle 
instruction: ‘You must not kill; you must 
love your neighbour as yoursell.’ 


“From this one commuandinent to respect 
and reverence Jife, came all the other com- 
mnandiments : 


“Vo tell the truth, to share what we have, to 
live together so we can help each other out, to 
take care of our children and old people, the 
sick and strangers, friends and enemies; to 
nor get drunk, or commit adultery, or le or 
cheat, or steal, or covet, or get rich, because 
all of these negative acts cause fights and 
troubles which divide the community into

Phe Hopi beliefs and way of life are not 
something they have invented by themselves, 
or the product of some transcient reformer, but 
are, they believe, he same teachings that were 
given to them by the Great Spirit at the time 
they came upon the earth, 

“The Hopi believe that Maasauu, the Great 
Spinil, was the Ieader and the creator of our 
land,” aflirins Andrew Hermequaftewa, 


Peacelul way 


“We who are living today are descendants of 
people who were saved from the other world.” 
The other world was destroyed by a flood be- 
qauuse many people had rejected the way of 
goodness, 

There were, however, in that other world 
good people who deeply believed in the way 
of the Great Spirit, and asked to come to live 
with Him. The Great Spirit was pleased at 
their request for he had given them as human 
beings the right of choice, and these had 
chosen well, 

“Maasaun placed upon us, dhrough them, 
the obligation to follow his way of file ; 
being known by the works we do and by ovr 
promise never to abandon the good vad 
peaceful way that would be Hopi,” says che 
Hinebird Chief, 

When the time came for the Hopis to come 
upon this world, Maasauu instructed them in 
the obligations he placed upon them in their 
life upon the earth, and gave to their leaders 
many altars and many emblems to represent 
the land and the people. 

Since these laws came from the Great Spirit, 
the Hopi believe them to be the same laws 
which He also gave to all divisions and groups 
of mankind, 

Phere were (wo great commandments : (1) 
Remember the Great Spirit and look to Him 
as the Supreme executive on this land, the 
Governor of this life, and (2) Do nat destroy 
life, but rather encourage it. 

The Hopis believe that on those (wo con 
mandmenis hinge all the laws of the religious 
people throughout the world. 

Vhe final instructions of the Great Spirit 
were : 

* Now five, and never Jose faith in what | 
have given you. If you do lose faith and turn 
away [rom this Life Pattern I have given you, 
you will be lost and will later bring trouble 
upon yourselves. Do not ever lose faith as you 
go out over this land.” 

The people moved out upon ihe continent, 
going out to different places as their instruc- 
tions told, 

“Phe Hopi lived among their villages a 
very long time,” tells the Bluebird Chief, “They 


worshipped Maasauu at their altars and 
through their use of this land. There was 
peace. No man raised his hand in anger 


against another.” 


Bohanna came 


Then the Bohanna--the whife man~—came, 


In 1535 the Spanish reached Hopi Land. 
They were secking the Seven Sacred Cities of 
Cibola—said to have been built of gold--of 
which they had heard from the conquered 
Aztecs of Mexico (said to be descendents of 
the fHupis). 


The Aztecs had been away from home (Hopi 
Land) for so long, reason the Hopi, that the 
Hopi cities had become glorilied in their minds 
and they thought that the cities from which 
they had long before come must surely have 
been built of solid gold. 


But the gold-crazy Spaniards found only 
walls of stone and mud, but if they had 
observed the love, honesty and righteousness 
of the villagers they would have seen that the 
cities were actually ent of pure gold—spiritual 
gold.

‘Yhe Mexican Government decided to make 
a boundary around the Hopi country, without 
consulting the Hopi. ‘The ilopi thought ue 
boundary line to be so ridiculous that they 
laughed about it. f 

Later, at the close of the US = war with 
Mexico, Mexico signed the ‘Treaty 
Guadalupe Hidalgo with the United States 
1848 and the US thereby obtained a vast 
territory formerly ruled by Mexico, In the 
terms of the treaty, the US agreed to honoll 
forever the Indian reservation boundaries 
established by the Government of Mexico. 

Some years later President Arthur, cvidently 
concluding that “ forever” had been completed, 
arbitrarily established a new boundary te the 
Hopi lands by “Ihe Executive Order Hop! 
Keservatton of E882.” 

An Englishman named Thomas Keams who 
had abandoned life among the white man and 
gone to live with the Hopi warned the Top 
through Honani of Shungopavi Village. He 
said, ° Don’t ever fall for that Executive Orde! 
Reservation.” . 

Once again the sovereign Hopi Natiol 
found that a foreigner in a distant capita 
city of a country with which they had nel 
even signed a treaty had sed boundary lines 
for the Hopi territory, . 

It has been over 420 years since the Bonal: 
nas--the white man-~came. Through thos? 
years the people have suffered at the hands ol 
the invaders, 

The Hopi believe they are one of ihe 
Chosen Peoples of the Great Spirit and 
such they have never once warred, Fong 
back, or resisted with violence the terrible 
and extreme persecutions forced upon then

In these crucial days, ° Phe Chosen People of 
the Creator must faye an areca wherein they 
fan gather and live free, untaxed, and un- 
Molested by dictators and their armies and 
blood baths and other evils which the younger 
*rother has brought to this land from across 
the eastern waters,” writes Craig who has tved 
‘Mong the Hopi four years. 

_ Hopi Land is one such refuge which has 
Stn set aside by the Great Spirit for the use 
€ His People in these last days before the 
Purification Day. It is therefore the duty ol 

Opi to now stand up and fiamly establish the 
boundaries of this refuge.” 

“We have never been in a war with the 
United Staies and have therefore never been 
Conquered or subdued 3 neiflice hive we ever 
signed a trealy or agreement with Washing- 
ton or anybody else which would fimit oc 
abolish our original sovereignty,” declares 
Thomas Banyacya. 

Yet during the past SO years the oppression 
the Hopi has increased and they have 
Teached the most dillicult poimt to date. 

In May, 1955, six Hopi spokesmen fed by 
Dan Katchongva went to Washington, Dc, to 
Make a last appeal to the Government. They 
&ked for recognition of their sovercignty. 

e Commissioner of Indian Aflairs promised 
4 personally appointed investigating team, 

The Hopi hearings were held from July 15 

lo 30, 1955, in every Hopi village but one, 
Which said it had’ already presented — its 
Pinions, 
. There were many grievances aired in those 
Nearings : questions of religion, lind rights 
St the Hopi, objections to military conscrip- 
lion of Hopi young men, objections to selling 
liquor to the Indians, and to Government graz- 
Me permits. One of the controversial issues 
Was the role of the ° Hopi ‘Tribal Council.” 


Betrayal 


Whenever a dominant power seeks to impose 
eulturation upon an indigenous culture (that 
' attempts to get the people of the society 
eaker in terms of power to give up their way 
of life, beliefs, customs, ete, and adopt the 
Ways of the dominant power), the people of 
le indigenous culture are usually sharply 
Htvided between the (traditionalists who insist 
OM maintaining their old ways and so-called 

Progressives” who favour the new ways. 

And so it is with the Hopi, Now the tradi- 
tonal Hopi have to struggle against the “ Topi 
Inbal Council” composed of a younger 
Sneration educated in the Government's 
‘ndian schools. 

Vhe traditional Hlopis remain courageous, 
Poised, and unembiticred, while the so-called 

Progressive ” leadership seem anxious, jealous 
4nd confused. 

The traditional Hopis have maintained 
that the Council, despite efforts to make it 
Uppear to the contrary, has never had any 
egal power to act on behalf of the whole 
tribe, as it hus done in permiting projects 
and (aking sefions which violate the religious 
Principles of the traditional Topi. 

It is clear that the Coyncil his not even 
etioned legally in terms of ifs Own consti 
tion, ibe | 
. The Council has functioned as Quislings of 
Ne Government, and are ready to accept a 
“ancial settlement for the Hopi land occupied 
*Y the Navajos, which is inconceivable in 
{ering of Hopi beliefs. 

One student of the Hopi ways said that the 
{2 page volume of the Hopi Hearings issued 
by the Bureau of Indian Affairs revealed a 
Mark contrast between the clarity of vision of 
he traditional Hopis who raised issnes in the 
onlex¢ of personal and sacial valucs and on 
their own terms (rather than those of the 
White man), and the blurred issues scen by the 
%o-culled '* progressives ” who avoided — the 
{uestion “ Progress towards what ?” 

It is clear, le said, that neither the “ pro- 
Rresslyes” nor the administrators of the 
Indian Bureau understand the Hopi beliefs 
and traditions, 

The result af the hearings was that he US 
overament recognised ihe so-called Hopi 
Tribal Council ax the official governing body 
Of the Hopi tribe, and thus violated the 
(tuditional Hopi system of government based 
On village autonomy and chin chiettainstip, 

Thus the US Government has placed anather 
Yock in the attempt by the Hopis to simply 
We a peaceful fife, 


No despair 


, But the traditional Hopis, plagued hy the 
. Civilisation ” of the white man for 420 years, 
4 wars, its broken promises, deceit, and 
Steed have not fost hope. 

From before the time of the white men, they 
New they would be severely tested and aletost 
‘estroyed. Bat the prophecy aaid they would 
“se again and regain what the Great Spirit had 
Wen them, 

Now, instead of despairing, they look for-

“So no inatter what comes, it is better to

They retuse to exploit the rich) mincral 
deposits which underlay thei land, despite 
their present poverty and the wealth which 


would then come to them if they did, 

They refuse to allow the minerals to be taken 
out now because a they were, they would be 
appropriated by the US war machine and used 
for little but destruction. 

The Hopi say, “ When you whife men Jearn 
how to get along with cach other and become 
human beings, when you show us that you 
can five tn peace, then you can lake the 
minerals out of the ground and we will share 
them equally for the benefit of all men and 
all life, 

“The young Hopi people who are being 
forced to po to War in other countries, contrary 
to all teachings of theie religion, are disturbed 
beyond the understanding of most Bohannas. 
Whoever causes a Tlopi to raise his hand tn 
war against another is not onty harming the 
Hopi, but is also harming all other peoples,” 
says Andrew Hernickuaftewa, 


Powerltul peoptes 


At the call of the Hopi traditional religious 
leaders a Meeting of Religious Peoples was 
held at Hotevilla Village on August 4 and 5 to 
discuss “the most important problem of our 
lime’: " How to follow the instructions of the 
Great Spirit (how to live righteously) in this 
age and culture of lying, roobing aad killing.” 

The Hopi religious leaders had extended an 
open invitation to all religious people in the 
land and to Government authorities: ~both state 
and federal, It was not a large group that 
gathered, but the Hopis felt it was good, for 
they “represented the most powerful peoples 
who exist--the concerned righteous.” 

Dan Katchongva in opening the meeting 
reminded the people that"... we are here not 
only for the Hopi people, but we are here 
to seriously think of the future and benefit 
of all other Indian people on this continent, 
and all the white people who have come 
and settled with us on our hand.” 


He said that one of the main reasons for 
calling the meeting was because people were 
turning away from the Life Plain of the Great 
Spirit. He hoped people would aga seriously 
consider that Plan, correct their mistakes sind 
live up to it to be ready for the Great Spirit 
when He comes. 

The cose of their way was respect and 
reverence for life. Land and u way of Tife 
were both for the Hopi his way of wotship- 
ing. 

“te I lose either my land or my way of life, 
it will eventually amount to the same thing as 
both committing suicide, and murdering my 
family and heits—a terrible sin.” 


Way blocied 


Because of the greed of the white man and 
his taking what he wanted without considera- 
tion for the Indians, they faced a severe 
situation. 

© Today we Indian people are unable to take 
another step because these new ideas and plans 
and laws have blocked our way. Today We are 
facing the very end of this life... . 

“Tf we da lose this way of life, it will not 
be because we have given it up; it will be 
because someone has forced us to lose it.” 

Now was the time, he said, for peaple to 
come together, remember the teachings, car- 
reet there wrongs, and follow fully the in- 
structions of the Grent Spirit. 

The Hopis believe that because it was in 
their land that the Life Plan began, and it is 
there that the Great Spirit lives, that it is also 
there the Plan will end: Purification Day 
(Judgement Day) will take place there. Other 
Indian people know the same teachings, he was 
confident, ~ 

“Tam sure that they too are awaiting {hat 
True White Brother of ours who will come 
upon this land, who will not steal, He, or 
take our land, or destroy our beliefs but will 
restore His land and life and beliefs. It is 
fle who will punish those who have caused 
harm to His Chosen People, the very people 
We planted on carth.” 

The Sun Clan Chief of Hotevilla Village. 
Dan Katchongva, asked that the message of 
the Hopis be’ spread among the religious 
peoples of the earth. 

“We want this plea to reach our ‘Prue White 
Brother so that He will come and purify this 
land and save it, and the life upon it, fram 
the complete destruction that now faces us,” 

During the meeting it was repeatedly empha- 
sised that the facts about the way of the Hopi 
and their message were “at long last” to be 
presented to the people of the world. 

Then it would be “up te the righteous 
people to do their winost io once again 
establish cighieousness on this land, thi con- 
finent and this word.” 

‘the Hopi message was now intended primar- 
ily, not for the politicians, but for the religious 
peoples of the earth, who could understand 
i, and therefore would pass it on to others, 

White vistors to the meeting spoke saying 
that the Honi way of life was more pure and 
holy than their own. Indian visitors offered 
words of great respect and cneouragement, 
pointing out that ihe Hopi were the very fast 
inibe that had besn able to stand in their 
original purity. 

All ake tribes looked to the Heni as the 
poople of a sacred sad special fand—pcaple 
and Jand that must not be destrayed. They 
Pected their undying support to their Hopi 

rothers. 

‘they believed that from the seed that had 
been preserved by the Hopi would spring the 
rebirth of the Indian tribes of North America, 


Jater, on October 19, at Hotevilia Village, 
on the initiative of the Hopi traditional leaders, 
there was a Giathenng of Indian Brothers, Phe 
Hopi were disappointed, but not daunted, by 
the small mumber of representatives trom other 
tribes, Other tribes were holding unportant 
sessions on the same day. 

A Chippewa and a Powatan spoke as well as 
representatives of the Hopi, and a white trend. 
Messages came fron: Indians tu other parts of 
the continent. 


Work together 


fn opening the Gathering of Indian Brothers, 
Wan Watchongva declared that “Now is the 
time we will discover the people of strong 
faith, Now is the time we will ind who will 
unite the Indian tribes as Brothers vader one 
Great Spirit.” 

Vhe Life Plain was given to all; different 
groups received their own, but it all came from 
the same source, he said. He was looking to 
find if there are any others actually following 
their life plan. In order fo find those people 
he had called the meeting. 


“ft was iustrucied to us when we reached 
a phice where we could po ne further, we 
ainst make a call and get together as oa 
religious people and find out the one Cenirat 
Life Plan of the Great Spirit, and when we 
liad it we will follow it according to Dis 
jasiructions. 


“fC is time that the whites also find that they 
have a religion, that they search out their rele 
gion and follow it, and realise that we must 
work together. 

“Then, if they are faithful, they will help 
us to follow the Lile Plan and in this way 
help the Ropi People. 

“Because we are following this Life Plan, 
when we meci today, let us meet with the feel- 
ing that the CGireat Spirit is with us and that 
we are alf uniting with the Great Spirit and 
working with if towards everlasting life. 

“What or who will bring everlasting life? 
it can only be accomplished by purifying our- 
selves and land. There is no other way. 

© After purification, we will enter that fife 
in truc brotherhood and recognise cach other 
under one Leader. 

“By coming together as one people we are 
able to express our knowledge and aims and 
thus teach each other. In this way we will, 
you might say, help each other to everlasting 
life” he declared. p 

“According to our instructions the time 
has came for us Hopi (eo act and work with 
others as one Indian people using ull these 

Tuditn instructions and prophesies aod 

beliets,” Dan Katchongva declared during 

the yathering. 
“We are instructed to start a movement 


for the benetd of all tidian people as well us 

all other pood people af the earth. 

*“Ttopi believe we are at the end af the tra- 
ditional fifo Plan given to us by the Great 
Spint aunad in order lo preserve human life and 
be right with Him, we must find His Life Plan 
and work fa uphold it. 

“We cannot sive Gureselves by creatdap 
instruments for war giirposes or by creating 
more (rouble. We niast wok, aad pray 
humbly, so that we will bring ourselves 
closer to our Creator who alone will save 
US gay 
“TH is just dike we have erceled a spiritual 

lower or monument sa all Indian people and 
wintes throughout the word will see tt and 
tealise that tt is still standing, 

“This tower of the Hopi Way is the Crea- 
tor’s Man and we must not destroy it for we 
must save Ourselves as human beitys.” 

Dan Katchongva said he looked toward Puri- 
fication day. “We are now moving forward 
with quicker step towards the Great Puritica- 
tion Day; and only by this means (Ponheution 
Day) can the troubles, persecutioas, mistreat- 
ments, robbing of Endian land be corrected. 

“This Plauas the Great Spirit's divine Jaw,” 
he aflivmed. Ile was convinced that all Indian 
people must once again follow their orginal 
teachings. 


‘Our hope” 


“Weare now awaiting our True Brother 
io come and do His mission and purify this 
land and dite for the benefit of all) good 
people on earth, 

“We appose any prepatatian towards, or 
“uby participation in, war, We wilt not allaw 
Ourselves to be part af this great evil force 
whose glut is only to desiroy hinuan tife, 

“To take up arnis of any kind would be 
for any hina being to actually desiroy

“We only pray now that the Creat Spirit 
will bring about this Purification Day as soon

Vhe Hopi hope to let the good people of the 
world know about the Hopi way of life bat 
have lifde resources ta do so.

Durin the Gathering he said: © Reeause 
of all this knowledge, we Hopis urge all 
Indian deaders, all religious men, to move 
and fo act so that we will not destroy ourselves. 
Let us move forward together, uniting ander 
this one great Life Plan of the Great Spirit 
and lead our people to this day when all man- 
kind will be as one people, io recogniag ane

General Douglas MacArthur asked in a speech on January 20, 


Los Angeles: “Must we live for generations under the killing punishment of

Now, from his home in Madras, 
Chakravarty Rajagopalachari writes asking

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To the editor of the Catholic Herald the 
Communist threat in the Middle Fast was 
sufficient justification for Anglo-French iuter- 
vention, 


While not wanting the UN destroyed, he 
would have the anti-Communist peoples in ihe 
world hold together and act, if necessary, in 
defiance of the present UN, but he would also 
have the Western world examine its conscience 
to see how far its ideals are defended for 
moral rather than for imperialistic and 
economic Teasons. 


“ft is essential,” he concludes, “in dealing 
with under-developed and ex-colonial terri- 
lories to create genuine partnership and not 
camouflaged domination.” 

Although the Church of England news- 
paper published an article headed “ Eden was 
right,” its diplomatic correspondent recognised 
the shock which British action had caused, 
and said that “The British have an almost un- 
parallcled capacity for persuading themselves 
that events which have turned out to their 
own advantage are morally right.” 

Ife also categorically stated that the Prime 
Minister had made statements which could 
not possibly be true, and concluded “It is not 
suggested that some good may not come out of 
the adventure, although there will be evil con- 
sequences too. What Britain cannot alford is 
a general conviction throughout the world 
ihat its word cannot be trusted.”

On this Hionan Rights Day it is fer each of us to recogrive anew that we are 
brothers in our Faiher'y house, and that each ty uly his brother's keeper. 


N December 10, 1948, the General 

Assembly of the United Nations 
adopted and proclaimed the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. On the 
eighth anniversary of this occasion Presi- 
dent Lisenhower has seized the oppor- 
tunity lo issue a statement based upon the 
Declaration, indicting the Soviet Union 
for their brutal attuck upon Hungary. 


No one could possibly question that the 
recent violent suppression in Hungary is a 
denial of the human right of “life, liberty and 
security of person.” (Article 3.) But war is 
also a denial of that article of belief, 

There is, perhaps, no other tyranny that so 
completely violates the right of the individual 
to his life, his freedom and his security as the 
tyranny of war, 


x 


The Russian oppression in Hungary does, 
undoubtedly, deny the principle that no one 
shall be subjected “to cruel, inhuman or de- 
grading treatment or punishment.” (Article 5.) 
But the violation of this principle is not 
peculiar to Russia. 

It way the USA, thinly disguised as a 
United Nations force, which used napalm and 
flame-throwing weapons with ruthless brutality 
against the North Koreans. 

The deportation of Hungarian nationals is a 
terrible denial of the principle that “no one 
shall be subjected to arbitrary arrest, detention 
or exile” (Article 9), but it is not only in 
flungary that human beings are treated in a 
manner that is in direct contradiction of this 
Article. 

In Kenya alone there are some 40,000 people 
detained without trial; in Cyprus the leader 
of its peoples is in forced exile, and new laws 
make it possible for the police to exercise

DAMAGE ‘UNDOUBTEDLY TRUE’ 


MR. R. A. BUTLER, Lord Privy Seat 

and Deputy Leader of the House of 
Commons, bitterly attacked Per Olow 
Anderson, Swedish photographer whose 
pictures of Port Said were published in 
Peace News on November 30 and also in 
an Epyptian magazine, The Scribe, 


In reply to Mr. E. tf. ©. Leather (Con., 
Somerset North), who asked if the author of 
The Scribe material is in fact not a reputable 
journalist at all but a man who was both ex- 
Naar and ex-Communist, who was known to 
have betrayed many of his countrymen to the 
Gestapo during the war and, in fact, is a 
thoroughly disreputable man,” Mr. Butler 
said on Monday in the House of Commons: 

“TL think it is unportant to establish the 
following facts. He was, first of all, a member 
of the Swedish Krownshirt (Nazi) Party. He 
was then a volunteer photographer with the 
German Army in Finland. Then he was con- 
nected* with an organisation known as the 
Red florse League in Norway, about which 1 
would rather not say more, 

“He then appears to have been invited to 
Russia in 1945, and was later arrested by the 
British authorifics in our zon¢e of Germany for 
masquerading as an American journalist. He 
was deported to Sweden. 

“tu the same year he published accounts of 
conversations in London with members of the 
British and Polish Governments, which were 
later shown to be wholly fictitious,” 

Earlier, referring to The Scribe, Mr. Butler 
said that steps were being taken to “show up 
the untruths and misrepresentatians which this 
pamphlet contains.’ 

Neither Mr. Butler nor the Foreign Office 
have so far offered any evidence to discredit

On the evidence in Cyprus alone it is cleat 
that the denial of Article 21, which states that 
the “will of the people shall be the basis of 
the authority of government” is not exelusivé 
to the Soviet Union 


This is not in anyway to excuse or condone 
the ruthless use of force in Efungary, nor 
equate it in absolute terms with other forms of 
ruthlessness in other places by other Gover 
ments. But whatever the difference in degres 
the underlying basic principle of the human 
Tight to live and be free is violated, not only 14 
Hungary but continuously, by all nations whe 
employ the method of war as an integral pat 
of national sovereignty. 


If we are “ brothers in our Father's house,” 
if all the nations of Christendom recognise 
this, then it should be impossible to force upo 
members of the human faimily an obligation 
to Kill cach other. That war does exactly (ia 
is irrefutable, yet the United States President 
does not call upon the nations to abandon this 
tyranny. 

If cach man is truly his “ brother's keepeh” 
then by what right do Governments conscfp 
men to kill other conscripted men? [ti 
certainly a curious way in which to exerclse 
brotherly love and care, and one which beats 
the mark of Cain, who denied the necessity 
be his brother's keeper

Declaration of Human Rights: words whicl 
recognise “the inherent dignity, the equalitY 
and unalienable rights of all members of the 
human family,” but words are not enough.
